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Satisfaction  has  been  entered  on  the  records  of  Lancaster  and 
Dauphin  Counties,  of  the  Mortgages  issued  for  Bonds  due  in  1858, 
all  of  which  have  been  paid. 

There  have  been  purchased  and  placed  on  the  road,  during  the 
past  year — 

25,400  cross-ties;  1300  cast  iron  chairs;  2400  wrought  iron 
chairs;  10  tons  of  spikes,  and  382  tons  of  iron  rails:  the  last  three 
of  Phcenix  manufacture. 

A new  siding,  about  800  feet  long,  has  been  laid  between  Eliza- 
bethtown and  Mountjoy. 

The  old  lattice  bridge,  150  feet  in  length,  on  the  west  end  of 
Conewago  (referred  to  in  report  of  1852),  has  been  removed,  it 
being  considered  injudicious  to  depend  upon  longer.  Sixty  feet  of 
the  space  has  been  tilled  with  earth,  and  over  the  remaining  ninety 
feet  has  been  placed  an  iron  bridge,  constructed  by  Messrs.  A.  & 
P.  Roberts  of  this  City.  It  is  due  to  them  to  say,  that  the  bridge 
was  made  and  put  up  within  contract  time  (75  days),  and  without 
the  stoppage  of  a single  train. 

The  expenditure  caused  by  this  necessary  improvement  will 
amount  to  about  $7500. 

On  the  morning  of  the  fourth  of  October  last,  at  Elizabethtown, 
Pennsylvania,  the  engine  house,  carpenter  shop  and  blacksmith  shop, 
were  destroyed  by  tire,  and  the  tools  and  engine  therein  were  made, 
for  all  practical  purposes,  useless.  Although  the  value  thereof  did 
not  exceed  $3000,  yet  the  consequent  outlay  to  rebuild  and  replace 
was  at  least  double  that  amount. 

Our  only  accident  during  the  past  year,  was  to  a freight  train  on 
the  Branch  road,  2d  of  January  last,  caused  by  a broken  rail;  the 
claim  made  for  damage  amounts  to  $2204.03. 

The  tonnage  tax  begins  to  press  heavily  upon  us,  in  consequence 
of  reduced  charges  on  freight,  as  the  tax  is  by  the  ton,  and  is  not 
affected  by  rates;  thus,  in  1858,  with  a merchandise  business  of 
$251,275.40,  our  tax  was  $23,394.42,  leaving  $227,880.98;  in 
1859,  with  a business  of  $252,754.21,  our  tax  was  29,743.70,  leav- 
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$223,010.51.  Showing,  notwithstanding  an  increase  of  business  of 
$1478.81,  a reduction  in  net  receipts  of  $4870.47,  a difference  al- 
most equal  to  a half  of  one  percent,  on  the  capital  stock. 

The  tonnage  tax  has  increased  from  $16,369.15  in  1854,  to 
$29,743.70  in  1859,  and  this  year  may  be  presumed  to  be  equal  to 
three  per  cent,  on  the  capital  stock,  and  11$  per  cent,  on  the  gross 
amount  of  freight  business. 

By  our  contract  with  the  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road  Company,  a 
revision  of  rates  can  be  called  for  in  any  interval  of  two  years. 

The  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road  Company  called  for  such  revision 
to  take  effect  January  1st,  1859.  The  committee  from  each  Com- 
pany, in  conference,  not  being  able  to  settle  on  any  arrangement, 
a sub-committee  from  each  was  appointed,  who  have  reported  a 
guaranteed  dividend  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum  to  this  Company, 
as  the  basis  of  a settlement  for  the  future. 

The  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road  Committee  has  not  yet  acted  thereon. 

Should  any  such  arrangement  he  matured,  it  will  require  your 
approval  for  confirmation.
